bert, head of the chemical warfare 
service.

General Sibert submitted to General 


March, the chief of staff, a memoran- 
dum in reply to the statement that 
no American gas shells were lired at 
the enemy. 


"In June, 1918," the memorandum 


asserts, "the following shipment of 
gases in bulk was ruade to the Ameri- 
can forces in France to be exchanged 
for gas shell: Mustard gas. ]." tons; 
chlorpicrin, 70." tons; pliocene, -IS 
tons. Further shipment in bulk over- 
seas was stopped pursuant to a cable- 
pram from France dated .Inly 1!1, V.HS, 
the reason for this being t h a t France 
had no more extra gas shells to be 
filled with American gas. 


"There not being .gas shell available 


wTith suitable boosters and adapters 
the gas plants \\ere not operated to 
capacity. However, sales of some ex- 
cess gas were made both in Kngland 
and to France. England was sold 000 
tons of chlorpicrin and 
,"!f>S tons of 


phosgene. 
France was sold ."(K)'tons I 


of chlorpicrin and 1,408 tons of chlo- 
rine, equivalent to 1,1126 tons of phos- 
gene. 
Phosgene is 80 per cent chlo-, 


rine, and France furnished phosgene i 
shell in exchange for this chlorine. In' 
addition to the above 200 tons of mus- 
tard gas were shipped to England for! 
loading shell originally made for Rus-i 
sia. 
These shells were never loaded,, 


and the gas, at least a largo part of 
it, was utilized by the English in load- 
Ing shell. 


"There were, therefore, shipped to 


Europe 3,662 tons of gas, or its equiv- 
alent, which gas was largely loaded 
Into shell and used by the United 
States troops, or those of our allies,' 
against the enemy.

shells, two-thirds of them being 75 
mm. and one-third 155 mm., a numbei, 
which is thought to be at least equal 
to the total number of gas shells fired 
by the American tivops in action In 
France, showing that, while American 
gas was not actually fired in American 
shells in the war, it was fired against ( 
the enemy, and that America fur^ 
nished at least as much as she used

Of Soldier's Insurance 


Mrs. Elizabeth March, of Mt. Royal 


near East Berlin, mother of Clarenc 
March, whose death was announced to 
he- by the adjutant general, on Saturdty 
states that about three weeks ago she was 
robbed of the young soldier's life insurance 
policy, together with hia allotment checks 
which she was saving for him, and which 
amounted to about $300, and $20 in cash 
She has no theory as to the robbery excepl 
that the thief must have entered her house 
during her absence and ransacked the 
place. Mrs. March discovered her lose 
only when she received the last check 
from the war risk insurance department, 
which she intended to add to the other 
checks. No trace was left by the thief. 
The amount of the policy was $10,000.

FLU DANGER HITS 
LIFE INSURANCE 


Companies May Raise 
Cost 


10 Per Cent. 


A 
gonerai incronso in rates on iu^ 
insurance that may avorn.iio up to 10 
per cent of provnilinff rales Is about 
to be put Into elTect by most of tho 
companies, 
JnclutUnii 
the 
mutuals, 
partly as a result of the heavy toll 
of life taken by the opldtMuic of inllu- 
enza. 


Insurance men said that their actu- 
aries are anticipating continued heavy 
tleath rates from inlhienza and kin- 
dred ills for at least two year§. 
In- 
creases In rates, it was said, are neces- 
sary for the protection of old policy- 
holders and for tho proper distribution 
of the losses due 
to 
tho 
expected 
heavier mortality. 


In most 
life 
insurance companies 
dividends are not paid to policy hold- 
ers until the expiration of two years 
from iho date the policy is taken out. 
If rates were continued at their pres- 
ent level, this would mean that tho 
whole cost of any continued loss of 
life from influenza would be borne by 
present holders of policies. 


Continued heavy death rate will cur- 
tail dividends to .present policy hold- 
ers unless income Is incroasod from 
new policies. 
The first company to 
announce new rates is the Prudontial, 
one of the larprest of the mutual life 
insurance companies. 


A. C. Williamson, manager of the 
office 
in 
Philadelphia 
said 
that 
all information about the new schedule 
must come from the home oilice, at 
Newark, N. J. 
Street men empli)yod 
'by 
tho 
conlpany, however, declared 
that the increase will hardly reach 10 
per cent. 


"The net cost of the new schedule 
will depend, of course, upon the death 
rate for the next two years." said one 
agent. "If this shows no increase over 
normal there will be no net increase 
as all policy holders now on the books 
will continue to draw dividends. 
The 
new schedule of rates is necessary foi 
the distribution of tho increased death 
benefits resulting from tlie Influenza 
epidemic. 
As 
new 
policy holders 
would not draw dividends, 
in 
any 
event, for two yeai's, they would es 
cape their share of 
I his cost If rates 
were not Increased, tlie entire i)urilen 
wojild he placed on pre.sent liolders, 
whose dividends ml;?ht be reduced. 


"The new schedule is primarily In- 
tended for the protection of policy 
holders. 
Insurance companies gener- 
ally never expected anything like the 
death rate caused by Influenza last 
year. 
They did not believe that the 
disease would get beyond control to 
the extent it did. The companies are 
now expecting the epidemic to be re- 
flected in the death rate for at least 
two yeijrs more." 


Life insurance Is one of the few 
commodities 
that 
has 
remained 
throughout the war at prewar i>rlces. 
In some companies, as a matter of 
fact, it Is cheaper throujih what Is 
called liberalization of policies and In- 
creased dividends.

Warden Terrell had intended to as- 
sign Debs to the library, 
lie decided 
Debs would be the ol)ject of loo much 
curiosity 
there, wnd gave him 
the 
clerkship, the lightest work in the In- 
stitution. 


The warden told Debs he would be 
well treated as long as he Cimiplied 
with the prison regulations. 
The only 
special requiremenl in his case was 
that he refrain from preaching hio 
doctrines. 
This Debs agreed to do. 
When Debs was measured for a prison 
suit it was found the regulation trous- 
ers were too short. A special pair will 
have to be mitde. 


Debs is a prisoner in cell 51. Before 
he entered the penitentiary, late Sat- 
urday night, he said; 


"Jn enter the prison door a flaming 
revolutionist, 
my 
head unbent, my 
spirit uiWamed, my soul uncontiuer- 
able."

The bonds will be payable In instal- 
ments during a period of fifteen years.

Jaauy centuries, and all

Christian world will celobrate 
with greater fervor and deeper rever- 
ence now that the hand of the "infidel 
Turk" is removed. 


It is exactly 074 year^ since the 
Turk drove out the Christians and took 
possession of Jerusalem, after it had 
been taken by Frederick IL March 17, 
1229, who crowned himself kiug of the 
Latin kingdom, in imitation of that 
earlier king of. Jeru-salem, Godfrey of 
Bouillon (1000). 


Land of Pilgrimage. 


Palestine had been assigned to the 
Emperor of the East in 305 A. D., and 
was nominally Christian at that time, 
wlien pilgrimage to the Holy Land be- 
came almost a cult and the finding of 
relics became a regular pursuit in all 
the places identified with the life of 
Jesus. 


This was the period that might al- 
most be termed the Christianizing of 
Palestine, for Christianity had devel- 
oped far more vigorously at Home and 
in other parts of the Roman empire 
than in the Holy Land itself, up to this 
time. 
Constautine had made it the 
state feljgion and Helena had found 
the ''True Cross," so that there Mas a 
great stirring of interest throughout 
the land. 
jMany fine churches Niwere 
built, -and Justinian erected the Golden 
fiate\and pari of a great church, now 
tlie El Aksa mosque (527-5()5). 


Christians Persecuted, 


It was in G14 that Chosroes II, Icing 
of Persia, made his great inroad, per- 
secuting the Christians wherever he 
found them, especially in what is now 
Armenia, and 
capturing 
Jerusalem. 
Tiio Emperor Heraclius managed 
to 
regain control (020), but he had to 
yieict before the might of the Caliph 
Omar ((537), who evected many great 
structures, 
especially 
the 
mosque 
called after liim, upon the great rock 
which had bei^n the site of the temple 
of Solomon. 


For.more than 400 year.^ the 'Mo- 
hammedans held sway, until as a re- 
v%ult of the Crusades Godfrey of Bou- 
illon took possession in 1000. 
The 
Christian powers could not, however, 
hold possessicm, for they were always 
fighting 
among 
themselves, and 
so 
Saladin, the mighty leader of the Mps- 
lems, gained a penuaoent hold over 
the land of Palestine and Jerusalem 
in 11S7. 


It M'as dulling the next century that 
the Christians under the leadership of 
Frederick II gained possession df Pal- 
estine for the last time, until our own 
diiy. 
But with dissension among the 
Christians of that time it was not dif- 
ficult for the Turks to regain control 
in 1244 and retain it ever since, in one 
form or another^ 


Surrender of Jerusalem. 


The surrender of Jerusalem lo the 
British forces last December, and the 
subsequent conquest of hiuch of the 
rest of the land now establishes Chris- 
tian control, at least for the present, 
and tile doubt has becai raised wiiether 
any ClirlKlian power, oven Germany, 
will dare to suggest that the holy 
places again be turned over to the 
I)ower of tlio Moslem, no nuitter what 
the terms of jjeace may b(. 


Precisely whnt local changes in priv- 
ileges of M'orship will come out of the 
ehiinge may not be foretold. 
For a 
long tnne a strange situation has pre- 
vailed in Jerusalem. The holy sei)ul- 
cher, for example, with its relics of 
Cln'istian treasure, has been used by 
Greeks, Armenians and Western Chris- 
tians la alternation, the control

inalJung with the Turkish authorities. 
IS^ituraily many disputes have arisen 
out of so strange a situation.

For those who travel or are taking 
a long trip a strip of thin muslin or 


cheese 
cloth

It may be pinned 
on with safety pins if 
necessary. 
Most people 
object to sleeping in bed- 
ding that is not 
daily 
laundered. 
In many hotels as well as 
sleeping cars this will be a valuable 
traveling companion. 
A small down 
pillow is another comfort for day or 
night as often the pillows are too 
large or not comfortable. 


Furs may be cleaned 
and 
fresh- 
ened by brushing the wrong way of 
the fur with a wet hair brush, using 
warm water. 
After drying thoroughly 
In the air, beat lightly on tho wrong 
side and comb with a coarse comb the 
right way of the fur. 


Put silver Into an aluminum dish 
with a teaspoonful each of soda and 
salt to a quart of water, let stand and 
simmer for a few minutes until the 
silver is bright. Do not use this meth- 
od for any length of time on light- 
plated \Vare, as it will ruin it. 


To save silk hose use a piece of 
satine the color of the hose to line 
the heels.

If this is done before 
the hose are at all worn it will more 
than double their wear.

Delieiotis pudding sauces may be 
prepared from tlie juice from canned 
fruit. Thicken with a little flour, add 
a bit of butter and serve liot. 


Cold, cooked mutton 
may 
be 
re- 
heated in the following sauce, making 
a dish which many consider 
belter 
than the original: Chop a small onion 
and fry in a tablespoonful of butter or 
sweet fat, add a tablespoonful of flour 
and let it brown. Mix a tablespoonful 
of 
Worcestershire 
sauce, 
a 
table- 
spoonful of vinegar, a tablespoonful of 
currant jelly and pepper and salt to 
taste. Cook all together and when hot 
add the sliced mutton. Simmer for fif- 
teen minutes to season-the meat and 
serve hot. 


Another delicious sauce for reheated 
meats Is this: 
Chop a dozen olives 
very fine, brown a tablespoonful of 
flour, add a tablespoonful of butter 
and when well-blended stir in a cupful 
of soup stock; stir and 
cook 
until 
smooth. Season with salt, pepper, and 
Worcestershire sauce, then add 
tho 
chopped olives and serve hot. 


Pour a little olive oil over the bot- 
tle of olives and do the same to canned 
red peppers; this will save them from 
spoiling. 


A slice or two of pineapple mixed 
with a little chopped ai)ple to give 
bulk, a half dozen quartered marsh- 
malhjws, and a little boiled dressing 
with \\hli>ped cream, makes a most 
tasty salad. 


A cupful of sour cream may serve 
as a salad dressing with a bit of sugar, 
when poured over shredded cabbage.

"Near Kotla-s, all the monks 
in one mona'story Avere shot to death. 
Professor KartasheiT, minister of reli- 
gion in Kerensicy's government, who 
has escaped into Finland, says that 
the present persecution of the church 
in Petrugrnd is only comparable with 
the persecution of the early 
Chris- 
thms. 


"In Moscow nil tho shootings take 
place at night, but in Petrograd the 
victims of the bolsheviki are shot in 
the afternoon in tho courtyard of t,lie 
headquarters of the executive comi;nis- 
sion and in order to drown tlie noise, 
it is usual to start up the engines of 
the motorcars which are waiting in 
the vicinity.

the strongly fortiliod heights overlook- 
ing the Ourcq river for the purpose of 
exploiting the successful passage of 
the stream. 
During the advance on 
ihG hill his platoon commander was 
killed 
and 
just 
as the 
crest 
was 
reached 
the 
platoon 
sergeant 
was 
wounded. 
Corporal Manning then as- 
sumed command of the platoon, which 
was near the center of tiie assaulting 
line and was meeting with desperate 
resistance. 
Though he himself 
was 
severely \vounded and was the only 
survivor of his squad, this soldier led 
forward the 85 effectives remaining in 
the platoon against an -enemy strong 
point, whicli was wired, intrenched and 
defended by machine guns and domi- 
nated the entire Ourcq valley.
